I have  the  honour  to  sutanit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1956. 

The  Registrar  General's  mid  year  estimation  of  population  remained  at 
the  same  figure  as  in  the  previovjs  2 years,  viz:  6,6^0. 

There  were  3 fewer  live  births  and  k fewer  deaths  than  in  1955  and  the 
gap  between  births  and  deaths,  therefore,  remained  much  the  same  as  in  the 
irevious  year*  The  cvimulative  effect  of  this  in  years  to  coma  will  be  serious, 
vinless  this  tendency  is  reversed* 

Infant  mortality  figures  showed  an  improvement  on  the  year  before,  being 
halved  (2  as  opposed  to  V)* 

Deaths  from  cancer  were  k more  than  in  1955. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  increased  to  All  in  the  higher  age 
groups* 

New  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  considerably  decreased 
(frcan  17  to  9)  and  in  this  case  also  the ; preponderance  occurred  in  the  hi^er 
age  groups • 

There  were  epidemics  of  whcoping  cough  and  meales  during  the  year* 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified*

AMJUAL  REPORT  0?  PUBLIC  HEALTEI  U'^SEECTOR  1956. 

GENERAL  SANITimY  COM)mONS. 

The  Council  has  i'os  own  \7ater  supply  schemes  for  the  various  villages  and 
hai^ets,  hut  "water  is  purchased  in  hulk  for  LLanhedr  and  Gorreg,  LI  mf rothen. 

M/IINS;  Total  length  throughout  district  is  274  niiles. 

¥ater  is  supplied  into  1,3^0  houses. 
ltd  houses  are  suiDplicd  hy  standpipe. 

Burst  mains  occurred  and  repairs  -were  effected  expeditiously,  A considerable 
number  of  leeks  in  private  service  pipes  wero  detected  at  LLanhedr,  which  resulted 
in  the  daily  consumption  being  reduced  frem  36,000  gallons  to  19,000  gallons 
per  day. 

Work  "was  carried  out  to  the  Talsamau  Filters,  i.e,  new  media  and  sand 
placed  in  filters.  The  amovint  of  sand  in  the  Trawsfynydd  Filters  vra.s  reduced. 

The  Council  once  again  gave  fiirther  consideration  to  the  idea  of  supple- 
menting the  Harlech  Water  supply  from  LLyn  Eiddew  Mawr.

Work  was  completed  on  the  second  stage  of  the  improved  scheme  at  Harlech, 
i.e.  ne\7  pump  house  "with  3 centrifugal  pumps  and  3 three-phase  12"2  H.P,  Electric 
Motors,  also  Sewage  Disposal  Works  by  the  sea-shore. 

The  Co'uncil  considered  a scheme  for  the  village  of  Bronaber. 

Steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  houses  throughout  the  district  "were 
connected  to  the  Council’s  Sewers.

PUBLIC  CONVailENCES; 


Nev/  Public  Conveniences  v/ere  completed  at  Minffordd.  The  Council  gave 
further  consideration  to  new  conveniences  at  Bronaber,  Gellilydan,  Maentwrog, 
Harlech,  Llandanwg  and  Ilanfrothen.  The  conveniences  at  Penrhyn  were  painted. 

P/iHKING  GROIMDS; 

The  Council  received  plans  for  a parking  ground  at  Llanbedr,  also  plans 
for  an  extension  of  existing  parking  ground  at  LlandaniTg.  Consideration  v/as 
given  to  providing  two  additional  parking  grounds  at  Harlech,  also  a parking 
ground  at  Jitaentwrog, 

REFUSE  COLLECIION. 

"Weekly  domestic  collection  undertaken  by  Coxincil’s  ciiirn  vehicle.  Several 
Inquests  made  to  collect  from  additional  properties  and  the  Council  agreed. 

20  additional  Littjr  Baskets  v/ere  fixed  throughout  the  district. 

All  refuse  sites  received  attention  and  were  tidied  up,  also  access  road 
to  Penrhyn  Refuse  Tip  was  repaired. 

Consideration  was  given  to  a nev/  Refuse  Site  by  Cae  Nest,  Llanbedr,  but 
this  site  was,  refused  planning  permission  by  the  County  Planning  Committee. 

Refuse  collection  at  the  hamlet  of  Croesor  is  done  by  Contract, 

RODENT  CONTROL; 

This  service  is  carried  out  jointly  mth  Ffestiniog  U.D.C,  a full  tii:ie 
officer  being  employed  by  both  districts,  Ovdng  to  the  sudden  death  of  Mr. 
David  Roberts,  vho  load  served  both  Councils  v/ell,  the  Joint  Rodent  Committee 
had  to  appoint  a new  Operator.  There  wore  10  applicants  and  on  the  3rd  May, 
1956,  the  Coixinittee  appointed  Mr,  R,  J,  Williams. 

Refuse  Tips,  Sewers,  Dvvelling  houses  and  B\isiness  Premises  are  inspected 
and  treated  regularly. 

DISINFECTING. 

Disinfecting  of  infective  pre::iises  were  undertaken  by  fumigating  and 
spraying, 

HOUSING; 

Work  was  conpleted  in  respect  of  constructing  I6  Council  Houses  at 
Harlech,  A houses  at  Soar  , 3 houses  at  Maentwrog  and  8 at  LLanfair  and 

also  6 garages  at  Llanbedr, 

The  Council  gave  further  consideration  to  the  building  of  houses  at 
Llanbedr,  Gellilydan  and  Penrhyn. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  respect  of  the  I70  houses  represented  to 
the  Council  under  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme, 

A survey  of  the  254  Council  Houses  wqs  carried  out  and  the  necessary 
repairs  and  maintenance  carried  out,
